Moscow, March 21.— Mayor AlexejolF 
waa ahot dead this afternoon in tho city 
hall by a man named AdriauoH'. Tho city 
council had mot to eleut a new mayor, and 
Mayor Ale.xojoir had juat called tho meeting 
to order when Adrieanoff poshed his 
way paat the doorkeeper and entered 
tho reception room, which opens into 
the council chamber. Ho demiinded loudly 
to see tho Mayor, and M. Alcxcjnff left tho 
chair to aacertain hia business. Aa Adriau- 
olT began to reproacji liim witli dishonesty 
and oppreaaion of tlio people, M. Ale.xejoir 
ordered him to leave the building. Adrian- 
oir then drew a revolver and ahot the 
Miij'or in the atomach. Ho fired 
again aa tho Mayor fell, but thu 
bullet lodged in the door. Three council- 
lora ran to the reception room, seized and 
diaarined AdrianolT before ho could lire 
atiain, and delivered him to tho police. 
Othera ciirried Mayor Alexejofl' to hia pri- 
vate oliioe, where a physician dresaed tho 
wound and restored liim to conaoioueneas. 
The family of the wounded man were sum- 
moned, hut ho died before they could 
arrive Adrianoffis of a rcapectahlo middle- 
clasa family living some distance from the 
city. 

Latku— A bulletin late this evening states 
that Mayor Alexejoll has rallied from tho 
sinking spell which was mistaken by his 
phyeicians for death, although he 'Cannot 
live through the nighl. Tbeaurgeoos in at- 
tendance have been unable to find the ball, 
which lodged in- the upper part 
of tho stomaoh. All the city 
ofHoials hastened to the hall as 
soon as the news of the shooting got 
abroad. The depositiona of the counoilmon 
who'were present at the time of the shoot- 
ing, were talcen almost immediately. 

Mayor AlexejoU has been in ofiico eiglit 
years. He was in high favor at St. Peters- 
burg, and has been diatinguished repeatedly 
by the Czar. Another reason for believing 
that AdrianoiT may have had a political mo- 
tive, is that the police in searching him 
found in his shnea a slip of paper on which 
is written: " The lot has fallen upon you."

Mr. Wallace said the newspaper report of 
hia utteran^ was correct, and he did not 
withdraw the atate'meats he had made. He 
repudiated tho charge of disloyalty, Tho 
Orangemen of Canada did not need to take 
lessons of loyalty from him. Their record 
was one of unimpeachable loyalty to the Brit- 
ish|Enipire. The Farliamoutof Canadahadno 
right to interfere with his views on ISritiah 
politics. The Government of the Dominion 
was not reaponaible for them. Ho did not 
consult them before speaking and proposed 
to expreas hia views on thia fjueatiou freely. 
He believed it his duty to assist to maintain 
the integrity and unity of the ,i:mpire which 
the men of Ulster were trying to do.

Mr. Dawaon aaid that Mr. Wallace had 
taken an oath to uphold tho constituted 
authority of tho Empire. Now he was en- 
couraging a section of Her Majesty's sub 
jects to resist tho law by force of arms.

Coatigan, Currau nnd Mclncrnoy 
in turn roae and annouuced that they in- 
tended voting for Mr. Da,vvaon'a amendment, 
and tlie Houae roae for dinner amid great 
excitement. 

During the dinner hour tlie cabinet held 
a meeting, when the situation waa re- 
viewed. 

When the House resumed at 8:.'iO, it was 
known in the lobbies that the Clovcrnmeut 
would either sink or awiin on the result of 
the division on Mr. Dawson's amendment. 

Mr. Bergin resumed the debate after 
dinner, and asked Mr. Foster what effect 
tho adoption of the amendment would 
have. 

Mr. Foster replied that he would give a 
fair and honest answer: "Tho amend- 
ment being moved for thepurpoae of sowing 
the seeds of diaaecaion among our frienda, 
and to turn out tho Government if possible, 
should it pass, it would not be by the aid of 
the friends of the Government." 

The debate continued with great acrimony 
until midnght,' about twenty members 
speaking. 

Mr. Davin abuecd Mr. Wallace like a 
pickpocket, and said he was like a worm 
who wriggled to the top of a tree. 

Mr. Kenny announced that aa Hon. John 
Costigan had said the amendment waa not 
one of want of confidence he would also 
veto for it. 

On division Mr. Dawson's amendment 
was rejected by lOH to 74. Twelve Con- 
servatives voted against tho Governmont — 
Messrs. Coatigan, Langovin, Bergin, Lepine, 
Polletier, Kenny, Adams, Hearn, Davin, 
Macdonald (P. E.I. ), Currnu and Jlclnernoy. 



COTTOX STRIKE. 

A Settlement of Existliif; Dlllicultles Appar- 
eutly as' Far Oil' us Kver. 

London, March 21.— The Federation of 
Master Cotton Spinners hiid a meeting to- 
day, and discussed the oiler of the Amalga- 
mated Aesociation of Operative Cotton 
Spinnera, to declare off the atrike that haa 
now lasted nearly five months, if tho master 
spinners would agree not to reduce wages 
more than two and one-half per cent. The 
discussion waa a protracted one ; but tho 
meeting broke up without accepting tho 
operatives' offer. A number of the mastcra 
insist that their hands should not be al- 
lowed to return to work, except at the five- 
per cent, reduction first proposed, which 
precipitated tho strike or lock-out. ■. To 
judge from present indications, 'a vsettle- 
meat is as far off aa over. . .■ 



PARISH COUNCILS, 

DcUnltlon of the Functions of the Proposed 
New Bodies In the United Kingdom. 

London, March 21. -In tho House of 
Commons to-day tlio Parish Councils bill 
passed its first reading. The bill proposes 
to form in rural parts having a population 
of liOO and upwards, a council to bo annually 
elected by ballot by tho men and woiijon 
having tho right to vote for niombera of tho 
county councils. These pariah councils are ' 
to conaiat of not less than five nor more " 
than fifteen member.s, who are to take over 
all the existing powers of tho vestries, and 
thoy are to have control of the pariah pro- 
perty and allotments, roads, {water supply,, 
the local watching and lighting and sanita- 
tion generally, and they are to have charge 
of the compulsory purchase of ' land and 
the sanction of the Local Government 
board. •. ■• •

Paris, March 21. — Charles de Losseps, 
accused of corrupting ex-minister of public 
works Baihutt to support the Panama 
Lottery bonds bill, has been found guilty 
by the jury, Baihutt, who confessed his 
guilt in open; court, was also found guilty, 
ond 61ondin,'who acted as go between in 
tho bribery of Baihutt, was also fbuni 
guilty, while all the other defendants were 
acquitted. These aro Marcus Fontaine, 
Panama Canal director; M. Sana Leroy, ex- 
deputy, who was occuaed of changing his 
vote in committee on tho Panama bill as a 
result of bribery; Senator Beral, accused of 
bi.ing bribed by Baron de Ruinaoh, aud^ 
Deputy Uutjue de la Fauconuerie, accused 
of corruption. 

The court, after deliberation, sen- 
tenced M. Biihutt to imprisonment for 
five years, to pay a Qne of 750,000 
franca and to the loas of civil rights 
for five yeara. M. Blondin waa sentenced 
to impriaonment for two yeara, and Charles^ 
do Lessepa to impriaonment for two years, 
to run concurrently with the five years' 
aeutenoo already imposed upon him. All 
three of tho convicted prisoners wore con- 
demned to pay tho coats and damages de- 
manded by tho civil parties to tho proceed- 
ings. Tho court alao ordered M. de Lea- 
seps, M. Blondin and M. Baihutt, to pay to- 
M, Monchieourt, liquidator of the Panama. 
Canal Company, ;J75,000 tranca, the amount- 
taken from tho treasury of the company, 
and piiid to M. Baihutt for hia influence in 
favor of tho Lottery Loan bill. 

Cbarlea de Lessepa received hia aentcnce 
calmly, although tho strain of tho trial has 
rendered him exceedingly haggard and 
nervouB. When he aroae before the retire- 
ment of tho jury to reaffirm his innocenbe, 
he spoke with difliculty and occasionally 
heaitated for almoat a minute to oompoae 
his feelings. Ho told the jury, with appar- 
ent earneatneas, that he had always tried to 
do his duty aa a director of the company, 
and that whore he had erred in judgment 
he bad at tho timo auppoaed that he was 
acting for tho best intcreata of tho canal and 
the state. Ho repeated briefly his charges 
of extortion againat M, Baihutt, and spoko 
with genuine emotion of the trouble which 
had overtaken his father. In his testimony 
ho had told the truth nnd his conscience was 
clear of self-reproach. Although possibly 
shaken by his feelings several times during 
hia apeoeh to the jury, tho calmness which 
ho gained toward tho close lasted through 
the reading of tho verdict and tho deliver- 
ing of hia sentence and hia return to his 
cell. \Vhcn his wife visited him in hia coll, 
an hour afterward, ho broke down and wept 
like a child. 

M. Baihutt talked for an hour in his coll 
with his wife und two daughtera. Dcapito 
the hopelessness of his case, he evidently 
was unprepared to boar the full weight of 
his aontenco, for, during his interview with 
hia family, he sobbed repeatedly and begged' 
their forglveneoa for the disgrace that he^ 
hr.d brought upon them. M. Blondin was 
hardly leas allooted when ho bade good-bye 
to his son and daughter. ' 

Berlin, March 21. — In compliance with^ 
tho request of tho French Government, the 
Public Prosecutor in Sfcrasburg haa been 
directed to secure tho issue of a warrant for 
the arreat of M. Arton, the fugitive Panama 
lobbyist. The nature of the warrant and 
of the official description will be communi-, 
oated to the police of all German cities.

Ottawa, ilarcli 11.— The great ^obat^ of 

ilie sesaibh on tbe Manitoba aobooI qaeBUoD, 
great iMcaoBe of the intercat cenbred in it 
and the importance of the speeohes de> 
Itrcred, was crowded into the first three 
days of thia week. Your readers have been 
mddo familiar with the acopa of tlio diacua- 
aion and the speakera who addressed the 
Hoass. It onlyreoaains to briefly comment 
upon some of the apeeohet and to bring out 
the salient points of the debate. It is note- 
worthy that Mr. Tarte, who introduced the 
question to the House, spoke entirely aside 
from his resolution. The whole treed of 
his argument was to establigh the fact that 
the Roman Cutholio minority in Manitoba 
had been deprived of aonio ripht bestowed 
upon tbem ut the time of the Union or some 
other time, but liia obaervatioiis hud 
no referonco to the motion under 
diasujsion, which condemned tlio (iov- 
crnmcnt for its action in deal- 
ing with the I^Innitoluu Bcliool (jucation 
aud in aasuniinc to bu possessed of judicial 
functions coullictinp with their duty aa 
conatitutionul advisers of the Crown. His 
was a very bitter screed, llr. LaKiviere, 
who ia keenly devoted to championing the 
rights of the Manitoba Romim Catholics, 
dealt ohitlly in historical Blatenients, but ho 
impressed upon the House the fact that the 
appeal of the minority is baaed upon Iho 
B N.A.Aot, while Mr. Kwurt, who is the 
legal ropreseatative of the minority, in- 
formed the public recently that the appeal 
ifl based mainly upon the Manitoba Act. 
The Premier's speech left little to bo de- 
sired in the way of a ministerial defence. 
It was A most explicit declaration of the 
Government's policy. He showed that in 
the aotion whioh it had taken the Govern- 
ment waa animated solely with a desire for 
fair dealing, that there waa no viah or at- 
■tempt to evade ministerial responsibility 
«nd in no way to abrogate the deolaion of 
the Judicial Commttteabf the' Privy Council 
.aa to the eonstitaticntllty of the School Act. 

When It oame to Mr. McCarthy entering 
the lists in defence of Mr. Tarte's motion, 
ipeople oonld not help recalling the old pro- 
Torl) about exeremea meeting, but very 
rarely did they blend bo harmoniously aa In 
thaqneatlon before the House. It tooli 
Qonaiderable special pleading on Mr. Ma- 
Carthy'a part to lead the Houae to believe 
that he had justified himself in supporting 
the atnendment, but it is to be presumed 
that Mr. McCarthy satisfied himself that he 
had antisfactorily proved his position. His 
speech was made up of a number of citations 
from conatitutional authorities, and the way 
he quoted from Bagehot led Dr. Wcldon 
aftorwarda to pay hia attention to the mem- 
ber for North Siuicoe. Dr. Wcldon placed 
Mr. McCarthy in the unonviablo position of 
suppreaaing the truth, by showing that in 
hia (jaotalions from Bagehot he had entirely 
twisi-ed the purport of that great 
writer's remarks. Perhaps more intereac 
centred in Mr. Lauricr's speech thon that of 
any other member, iuaaniuch aa ho has 
placed the Ontario Liberals in a moat unfor- 
tunate position. Mr. Laurior vigorouslj* 
aflirmnci ihat the treatment that had been 
meted out to the Roman Catholics of Mani- 
tobi was " infamous," and ho thought that 
not a moment should be lost in coming to the 
rescue of the oppressed minority. There 
are many Liberals who hold that the Roman 
Catholics of Manitoba have been dealt with 
as fairly as the constitution provides should 
bo the case, and they do not want such 
strong utterances aa thosB to which Mr. 
Laurier gave expression to be thrown u^ ut 
them on a publio platform hereafter, aa will 
assuredly be the case. The Government's 
aotion was Bustained by a majority of JjO, 
and the general impreaaion is that Mr. 
Tarte has done the Ministry a memorable 
tervice. Bo has secured a diatinot endors- 
ation of the Government's policy, and has 
pat it ont of the vowee of tho Quebec 
Liberals to ahelter themselrei behind the 
ezonae that they have afforded every op- 
portunity to their fellow conntrymen to in- 
voke all the powers of the law to secure 
. separate ashoola. 

Sir John Thampaon must have been greatly 
pleased ut the events of the past two or 
three days. The address whioh was pre- 
sented to him by Mr. Mara on behalf of the 
Conservative Senators and Mombera of Par- 
liament., Waa a juat tribute to the abilities 
of tho I'ren)iur. Sir John's reply to tho ad- 
dress is acknowledged to have been one of 
the neatest apecchea which ho has over de- 
livered. Evidently the Premier greatly ap- 
preciates tho honor confnrred upon him of 
being chosen aa one of Her Mojesty's repre- 
sentatives on tho IBehring'h Sea arbitration 
and that he will represent Canada worthily 
and well, no one has any doubt. Tho day 
following tho presentation of the address 
saw another demonstration in his honor at 
tho Canada Atlantic station, previous to hia 
departure for Now York. I noticed in 
tho throng sssembled there, rupresentatives 
from every Province in tho IJoniinion — is 
was essentially a Dominion gathering. All 
your Hritiah Columbia niembera and Sena- 
tor Macdonald were there, while strong 
contingents were present from the other 
portions of Canada. Sir John, in converea- 
tion just before ho left, aaid ho would never 
forget the demonstration aa long as he 
lived. Tho cheers w.hich were raised aa the 
train pulled out of tho station were such as 
might be given to a conquering hora. 

Tho Opposition had the Government on 
tho hip the other day in regard to tho pro- 
posal to have a repreaentativo of tiio Do- 
minion Government attached to tlio liritish 
eiiibiiHpy lit W'aKliingioM. Through un over- 
aiyht tho Government failed to forward n 
formal communication to the Foreign Ollico 
on iho Buhjecb iih ordered last your, anri 
thia led to strong denunoiutiona of tho line 
of iiclioii tho Miniatiy had puraued. 

Tho Government hua undoubttdly 
fllrungthened its position on tho trade ques- 
tion hy produoing the niiimtes of the con- 
ference held at Waihiutrton in Februi.ry, 
last year. The value of tho docuuiontB con- 
eisla in the fact that they are endorsed aa 
■correct by Sir Julian I'auucefote, so that 
there can be no rjueation aa to their acour- 
■aoy. It will bo remembered that last year 
a newspaper controveray took plueo between 
•our Mr. Foster aud (Jeneral J. W. Foster, 
who Buccoodod Mr. Blaino as Secret:iry of 
fitato in Harrison's cabinet, as to the con- 
olutionB which were reached at the confer- 
ence in regard to a measure of' reciprocity 
whieb would be acceptable .to tho LJniied 
States. Our Mr, I'oster gave the interpre- 
tation put upon the disonaslon by tho Cana- 
•dian delogateB, although it is somewhat 
singnlar tbui the Dominion OppcBition have 
more dlspoaed to acoepb the 
pat foiward by the foreigners 



tion, Now, it is to 
Sir Julian Paunccfoto'a 
taehed to the minutes, that the Opposition 
will adopt a more patriotic policy and ac- 
cept tho views of the Canadian delegates 
hereafter with less reservation than they 
have done in this particular case, There 
waa little new in the minutes. They, how- 
ever, confirineJ the statemcntnlroady made, 
that there is no proapecb of Canada secur- 
ing a reciprocity treaty with tho United 
States unless ut the sacrifice of her inde. 
pcndonco. Our noighbora insist that wo 
should adopt their tariff and discriminate 
against Great E.itain and tho rest of the 
world — two stipulations whioh the Liberal- 
Conservfitive? of Canada are keenly op- 
posed to. 

Sir John Thompson's recognition of tho 
action of the Opposition in facllltikting his 
departure for Paris waa an Instance of the 
courtesies whioh prevail amongst poll. 
ticiana. Undoubtedly Mr. Laurier has 
acted Reneronaly In expediting the 
work of the aeBaion and enabling Sir John to 
get away. It is stated that at^ understand- 
ing baa been reached for prwogatton to take 
place before Waiter, so that itia not at all 
unlikely that the guns ffom Nepean Point 
will boom out oa Thursday, March 30, If 
the session closes as early as this, it will be 
the shortest session since 1S7'2. 

Tho British Columbia uiembors have been 
greatly exercised during the past couple of 
days at the latest order in reference to the 
closing of Kohring Sea. lira thia the Im- 
perial authorities ought to know the lime of 
tho year when tho sealers usually leave for 
their hunting grounds, and an intimation at 
this late date to warn the aealers to keep 
out of liehring Sea is most awkward. Col. 
Prior and Mr. Eirlc have represented to the 
Government the impossibility of properly 
carrying out the rteiucats of tho Imperial 
authorities, and a uutitication to this eU'ect 
waa, at tlie instigation of Col. Prior, sent to 
Kngland to day. 

The attack of Mr. Moylan, Dominion In- 
spector of IVisona, upon tho cliita of child 
iinmii^ralioii which is being Bent out fron 
tho I'arnnrdo and other horiR-a in JOugliind 
and which ho alleges goes largoly to swell 
the ranks of the criminals in our peuiten 
tiariea, is not to be allowed to drop quietly. 
Many of the philanthrophic societies in great 
Britain engaged in promoting this olaas of 
immigration are urging tho (iovernment to 
fliiusp an inquiry to bo made. Meanwhile, 
Mr. Moylan ia fortifying himself with such 
evidence as lie can secure. He has obtained 
from tho wardens of tho diflerent peniten- 
tiaries letters which support his state- 
ments, but these letters are of a very s;en- 
eral character and will hardly be accepted 
as proof poaitivS of Mr. Moylan's allega- 
tions. On the other hand Warden Maasie, 
who ha* eharge of the Central Prison at 
Toronto, 'went carefully into an in- 
quiry ae to tho origin of the prison- 
ers in' that institution and out of ,157 
persons in tho Central Prison on a given 
Sunday on February, it appears that four 
only were from the Barnardo Homos and 
two from Mias MoPherson'a home. A 
very few had been aaaisted to this country 
by other oharitable individuals or agencies. 
There wore in all three from Ireland, three 
from Scotland and nine from ICogland who 
had been so aaalatod, but how many of these 
had been brought out aa children or had 
had previous training in the institution for 
that purpose does not appear. Warden 
Maasie ataiea that tho record of Miss Mo- 
Pherson'a hoys sent to Canada shows that 
1).') per cent, have dono well after coming to 
this country, and of Quarrier a, sent from 
Glasgow, 97 pr-r cent. Ho further estimatea 
that of the 20,000 or more children brought 
to Canada from the streets of English cities 
during tho last twenty years probably 9") 
per cent, have done well. It ia questionable 
whether tho aame can bo aaid of a iarg.ir 
percentage of all the children born and 
brought lip in Canada. It will ho seen that 
Warden Mueaie's atatemente are in direct 
contradiction to thoso of Inspector Moylan, 
and I am inclined to think that the Do- 
minion oliicial will find hard work in con- 
vincing Kuglish people that he had good 
grounds for the sweeping statements iniich 
he made in his annual report.

A WEAK OPPOSITION. 

Tke opposition to the erection of the 
Provincial Buildinea has been, so far, ex 
ccedingly weak. It ia not dented that tho 
present buildinga do not aflford sufFicient 
aaoonimodation for tho business to bo done 
iu them, and it is not denied that additions 
must, in some shape, be made to them im 
mediately. No opponent of the Govern- 
ment's policy hag ventured to ulBrm that 
the buildings now used for departmental 
purposea are safe, and that thndocumouts and 
hooka in them aro not in hourly danger of 
being destroyed. In short, there has been 
hardly an attempt to deny that new build- 
inga are required at once. 

The opponents, of the erection of the 
new buildings do not even try to show that 
adding to and potching up tho old buildings 
will not be more exponaivo than building 
new ones with as little delay as possible. 
This ia, in fact, too apparent to be 
denied. W hat tho obstructives say in effect, 
ia "the old buildinga will do well enough for 
an indeficite length of time longer." This 
assertion — for it is not an argument — that 
old buildinga, which have outlived their use- 
fulnesa, "will do well enough," haa been 
the pretext for obstruction and delay by the 
old-fogy class from time inimomorial. 
With them the present is never the time to 
make an improvement or to begin a reform. 
If they had their way buildings and inatitu- 
tiona would bo used v:ntil they fell to pieces 
through sheer decAy. In tlio present in- 
stanco it ia not altogether old-fogyism that 
causes aomo of the opponents of the new 
baildings to raise their voices against their 
erection now, and in Jbhis city. The old 
jcn'ousy of Victoria ia not dead in their 
breaats; they try to hide it, and they loudly 
deny its existence, but it makes itself ap- 
parent in apite of their denials aud protesta- 
tions. If the trath were known tho princi- 
pal, cause of their opposition is that the 
buildings are to be erected in Victoria. 
Thay hate Victoria with a bitter hatred, 
and it is beoauso they boliovo tiiat, if these 
buildings aro allowed to bo erected, Victoria 
will 1)0 the permanent Capital of British 
Coluirbia, that they oppoao so strongly the 
measure that ensures their construction. 
And we are sorry to ace that there aro some 
in Victoria of whom better things might b 
expected, who have, up to tho present writ- 
ing, been playing into their Iianda. 
It will bo observed, that tho Oppo- 
sition organ has been strangely 
silent on this subjet. It has, from 
prudential reasons, no doubt, refrained from 
openly opposing the new Parliament Build 
ings bill, but it haa not aaid one ayllablo in 
its favor. Wo expected to see it leave its 
perch on llio fence some time ago, but it 
evidently intends to balance itself on the 
top polo until it is driven off by aomo iu 
digoant Victorian. Well, the bill will pass 
in spite of opposition, open or concealed. 

This, however, la a digrcaaion. The 
Opposition evidently rest their caso on tho 
cost of the buildings, aud tho alleged iu 
ability of the Province to meet tho expense. 
Now, what are the buildings really going to 



cost the Province! At the most from 

525,000 to $30,000 a year for a few years. 
From this must be taken what it would 
cost to add to tho present buildings and to 
keep them habitable if new ones are not 
built. The sum it will take to do this will 
be quite considerable, and. in the end tl\ft 
Province will hare nothing to show 
for its expenditure except aome 
tumble-down shanties which havo long been 
a dipgraco to tho Province. If the Par- 
liament buildings are erected now, all that 
the people will havo to pay will bo a mod- 
erate sum annually, whioh will be getting 
proportionately less and less as time ad- 
vances, aud at tho end of, say fifty ycors, 
the Province, after having had the use of 
them for forty-five years or so, will have the 
bnildings to the good fit to last another 
half century longer. It must not be for- 
gotten that it is not intended that the 
present generation of toxpaycrs will be 
called upon to pay for tho buildings. Tho 
payments will extend over a period of years, 
so that tho burden at any one time will bu 
so light that it can easily bo borne. When 
British Columbia has say, five times her 
present population, what will the payment 
of the debt amount to ? A mere trifle. And 
if this Province progresses during the next 
twenty yeura as alio has done during the 
last ten, its inliabitanta will number consid- 
erably more tlian half a million. The Clov- 
orument of a province, growing aa ISritihh 
Columbia is growing, and with such pros- 
pects as she has, would bo foolish when they 
are required to erect public buildings not 
to have them iu some degree commensurate 
with her future importance. 

A 7ALUABLM BEPORT. 

Wo have received from Mr. Geoffrey 
Drage, Secretary of tho Royal Commission 
on Labor, Volume I of Foreign Reports. In 
this volume ia to be found tho history of 
Labor in tho United States. Infonnatiou is 
given in it of all tho subjecia iu which 
students of the Labor question are 
interested — general relations between 
employers and employed, causes of 
strikes and lock-outs, development, 
organization and conduct of strikea and 
lock-outs, coat aud general result of strikes 
and look-outs, prevention of strikes and 
look-outs and many other subjects oon- 
nooted with the industries of the Great Re- 
public, There is also much valuable in- 
formation iu it respecting tho experiments 
in co-operatiou and profit-sharing that havo 
been tried in tho United States, and also 
what the friouda of labor in that country 
have to say about foreign labor, convict labor, 
municipal employment, the eight hours' 
movement and kindred subjects. The in- 
formation contained in the book ia derived 
from tho very best sources, and is given 
without tho slightest shade of partisan 
coloring. It is given, too, iu a shape moat 
convenient to tho inquirer. There ia a 
copious index which greatly inereases tho 
value of the Report as a book of reference. 

Tho Report contains a history of the 
establishment of Boards of Arbitration ond 
Conciliation iu the United States and the 
cll'ects they havo produced, which haa a 
peculiar interest for the public men and the 
friends of labor in this Province in which 
such tribunals have been just established. 
We find from the Report that there was an 
instance of arbitration on thia continent as 
early aa tho beginning of tho eighteenth 
coutury, when a copper administration 
board was established in the mines of 
vSainabury, now called East Granby 
iu Conneotiout. The next recorded 
attempts at peaceful settlements of 
industrial disputes were those made 
by the Sons of Vulcan between 1SG5 
and 1876 to catablish a sliding scale of 
wages. A board of uonciliatiou was estab- 
lished in Massachusetts in 1870 by the 
Knights of St. Crispin. In 1874 some 
miners in Ohio tried to set up a board of 
arbitration, and in 1879 a firm of cigar 
manufacturers in New York eatabliulied a 
board of conciliation among their employes. 
These were all voluntary tribunals, with 
wliich the government had nothing what- 
ever to do. In 1883 the Wallace Act, per- 
mitting boards of arbitration to be estab- 
lished, was passed by tho Legislature of 
Pennsylvania. Since then Aibitration .\cts 
have been paaaed in various slates. Mr. 
Carroll D. Wriglil, who ia an authority on 
labor (luestiona in tho United State«, is .if 
tho opinion " that all boards of arbitration 
shall be voluntary and that to constitute 
state boards is to return to the old system 
of regulating prices and wages by law." 
State boards may, he thinks, bo established 
OS a convenience to parties who deaire 
to appeal to them, but the appeal 
should be at the diacretion of either of the 
parties. In 1888 Congress passed an Act 
" for the creation of Boards of Arbitration 
or commiBsion for settling Of.ntroversiea and 
dilferences between railroad corporations 
and other common carriers engaged in in- 
terstate and territorial transportation of 
property or paaacngera and their employes." 
This Act may have been a very good one, 
but it has not been able to prevent disagree- 
ments betweon railway companies and their 
employes, which havo been productive of 
serious inconvenience to the public aud 
great loss both to the men and their em- 
ployers. 

Tlic extent of tho evils with which 



these boards of conciliation and 
arbitration hud to deal may bo in aomo 
degree understood when it is known that 
tho total loss in wages to all employes en- 
gaged in strikes and look-outs between 18SI 
and 1886 amounted, as fhr as could be coni- 
puted, to, 559,972, 4-10, and tho total losa to 
employers tbrougbnut the States during tho 
same years was $,34,163,814. 

BLOUNTS MISSION. ' 

President Cleveland, in order that he 
may get a true and unbiaseod account of 
things as they are and have been recently in 
Hawaii, has sent ex-Congressman Blount to 
Honolulu. That gentleman is, it ia said, 
peculiarly well qualified to perform tho du- 
ties of such a mission faithfully. Ho has 
been Chairman of Foreign Relations and, 
presumably, knows how a Consul-General 
should oonduot himaolf towards the 
Head of the Executive of the coun- 
try to whioh lie ia accredited. Ho 
is not eager to annex tho Hawaiian Islands 
and ho is, besides, an honoac man 
and a aound republican wlio knowa 
what ia duo to a free people. It 
is not likely that the sohemers and ad- 
venturers of Hawaii will bo able to draw 
the wool over his eyes or cause him to see 
acta and circumstances diirorout from what 
they really uro. It is evident that Mr. 
Cleveland distrusted tho accounts tlnit ho 
had received of what hud been done in 
Honolulu from interested parties. He must 
have seen that in tho hasty attempt to 
transfer the Islands to the United States 
without consulting their inhabitants, there 
must have been some crookedness aomo- 
whero, and he had no idea of playing into 
tho hauda of a gang of adventurers. Mr. 
Blount will in all probability give him the 
information he needs, and there can be no 
doubt that wlien he is onco possessed of the 
tacts and circuniatunces connected with the 
revolution he will do what is fair and honfst 
nd what ia becoming tho dignity of the 
head of u great nation. The Hawaiians 
who know him mu$t consider themselves 
safe in his hands. 

^Ve notice that aome of tho American 
newspapers are indignant at Mr. 
Clevelund'a hesitation. Ho, in their 
opinion, has, througli over-acrupulous- 
ness, allowed a valuable prize to 
slip out of his bands. But the world's 
judgment of him will be very different from 
that cf a few jingo journalists.

A NEW MOTIVE POWER. 

The last motive power heard of ia um- 
onia. Cars can bo run, it is said, by it 
without either wires or poles. The cars 
propelled by it go at a good rate of speed 
and are under perfect control. The experi- 
ment of using ammonia as a motive power 
was tried in New York on St. Patrick's day 
with perfect success. Unhydroua ammonia 
at a temperature of SO degrees Fahrenheit 
is the material used. It gives a pressure 
of ono hundred and fifty pounds to 
tho square inch, which is equal 
to twenty-seven horse power. A tank con- 
tainiag 210 gallons of tho ammonial gas is 
iu tho car. This quantity will carry a car 
over seventy miles of level ground. Tho 
material must be comparatively cheap, for 
it ia contended that cars can be run by um- 
irionia at one-qnarter the expense that is re- 
quired to run the trolley system. 

Thia che!\pnes3, without tho nuisance of 
wires and poles, cannot fail to make thia 
motive power popular. Nothing ia said of 
the comparative safety of the two ayatema. 
But if this new motive power is safe, and is 
in other respects all that is claimed for it, 
it cannot fail to supersede the trolley for 
street cars.

Mr. KjlUUiZ from the soleot committee 
appointed to'' inquire into the Carpenter 
Oreelt land claitne, reported on the claims of 
Adhub McGillivruy, A. S. Farwell and J.

The report was received and ordered 
printed, with the evidenee. 

NEW PARLIAJIKST IHJILDINOS. 

Mr. Grant resumed the adjourned de- 
bate on the second reading of the new par- 
liament buildings bill. Reverting to what 
he had said yeatorday, he had shown that it 
was desirable «nd necessary that now Gov- 
ernment buildings should bo erected for tho 
accommodation of Uio increaaing buainesa of 
the country. If tlio proposed new buildings 
were not put up at once it would be necea- 
sary, in course ot tho next few years, to ex- 
pend considerable Eunis for uuButiafactory 
additions. Money could now bo borrowed 
at 44 per cent. for interest and 
■inking fund, wnieh would bo $27,000 
per annum on tho amount naked 
for, and it would take this sum or more 
each ye&r to patch up tlio preaent struc- 
tures, 80 that it would bo 8ceu what a poor 
investment it would bo to try to poatpone 
the providing of a substantial building 
Referring to what had been said by the hon 
junior member ior Yalo (Mr. Semliu), ai 
to the State of Washington— the compar 
iaon was not a happy one, inasmuch as the 
people in that state laxod themselves to an 
. .extent which people in British Columbia 
v/onld not stand. He laid down the pro- 
position that there was no time when 
the Province or the municipality should 
80 stretch a point to spend money in carry- 
ing out necessary public works as when 
times were tight. Continuing, he claimed 
that the tax for the repayment of the loan 
would not fall nearly as much on the 
working man and inechanics as on the 
moneyed men, while the working men 
would derive a good share of the profit. He 
had received a copy of the resolution upon 
the subject, of the Citizens' association, and 
was glad that organization had seen fit to 
take the matter up, but would say that he 
had made up his mind as soon us the pro- 
ject was mooted to vote in the way he pro 
posed. (Applause.) 

Mr. Keith claimed that the only 
argument used by the Government 
supporters of the bill was that it 
was necessary to have a fireproof 
building for the deposit of papera, docu 
ments, etc. Why not get a fireproof safe 
or vault ? The hon. Minister of Finance 
had argued that tho new and handsome 
building would bring tourists to tho Pro- 
vince. This argument 'was weak, very 
weak, and made him think that " there was 
■omelhing weakening in the top of his (Mr, 
Turner's) head." What good were tourists 
anyway ? They only left a few dollars in 
the Province and did little or nothing 
in its development. The hon. Chief 
Commissioner had presented tho matter in 
a far more businesaliko way. Did the Pro- 
vince need the buildings ? Were they 
necessary to meet the public requirements 
He did not think so. When ho looked at 
the plans which had been prepared he 
thought there was a good deal of unnecca- 
aary ornamentation about them, as though 
the Province wisbfd to have buildings to 
rival those at Ottawa, Tbe §76,000 that 
Was voted last year ahou''' bave been 
enough, and he did not think there T^ss 
justihoatiohtoriufthercxponditure. O/oouree 
the people "f Viitflhla wanted tho build- 
Tngs. No wonder they did, but the hand- 
some structure would not be one iota of 
benefit to the Province at large, nor tend to 
develop its resources. The hon. Chief 
Commissioner had wanted to know if the 
country could afford the new 'ouildings 
To this he (Mr. Keith) would reply no, he 
did not think so. The fir'jt duty of the 
Gkivernment should be to conserve the In- 
terests of the people, a^d instead of voting 
money towards^^ the ornamentation of the 
oity of Tictoria^ something ought to be 
done to pror^iote the interests of the 
people. R'jads were wanted to encourage 
settlers 'co come into the Province, but 
could not be had, yet the Government came 
forward to tell the people that the Province 
could afford to pay §000,000 for an orna 
Tnent ! Was this a equare proposition or a 
fair deal ? If the Government had $600,000 
to spend let them clear aomo land in the 
neighborhood of the cities and let working- 
men on such terms as they could go on it 
with the reaaonablo hope that they would 
be able to make enough to keep from starv- 
ing. Thia was one good practical way of 
getting rid of tho money if tho Province 
had too much of it. Tho House found the 
Chief Comniiaaioner harping on tho 
same old song, what an appiUing 
thing it would be if the public 
doonments were burned. " Why don't they 
tell us something we don't know," he asked. 

Hon. Mb. Datie— Pretty hard to do that. 
(Laughter.) 

Mb. Ekith continued that the publio 
documents could easily be stored away in 
lire-proof vaults. Ho claimed that the 
Government was doing all it could to stir 
up and intensify sectional feeling. If this 
bill went through it would stir up more bit- 
ter feelings than had been caused since Con- 
federation. Aa to tho matter of the Capital, 
ho thought aa a queation of abstract justice 
that if the Mainland had tho population 
and tho-wiah to have tho Capital, it waa en- 
titled to it. He did not nuppoao tho people 
of Victoria would like thia, but he didn't 
care one iota what they thought. These 
buildings were to bo built without 
the people being couaulted at all. Why not 
lot the deciaion rest with tlio people ut 
tho next general olectiona '! It would bo 
an intoroBting topic of diacuaaion and if 
made the iuauu, he prophesied that the Gov- 
ernment would be defeated, lint no; the mem 
bers of tho Governn ent, who all lived iu 
Victoria, had at heart morn tho iutoreala of 
this City than tho interests ot tho Province 
and were determined tn anchor tho Capital 
hero at all hnzurila. Uu did not think one 
sound argument had benn advanced to show 
why the Govirnni' iit should go on with thia 
work. Ho coriqiaied the coat of tho Do- 
. minion huililings, whicli ho placed at §1.2,") 
per head of tho population, with tho present 
proposed expenditure, which he put at §7. 
He did not think the Government waa tak- 
ing any risk in bringing up the bill for thia 
Government know what it was doing every 
time. (Laughter.) Tho policy of the Gov- 
ernment was not reason or logic or anything 
else, but expediency. They were always 
looking ahead to see what they conld do so 
as to retain the reins of power. .The other 
day a deputation had come over from New 
Westminster to get a grant for abridge 



across tho Froscr, but because it "was not 
Victoria," they could not get it. 

Mk. Haul said that when on an occasion 
of this kind hon. members of the Opposi- 
tion tried to discusB matters , which they 
did not understand, he conoeived^it to bo 
the duty of the Government "members to 
cndeavoi' to educate them. •." (Laughter.) 
The prppuaition before the Housg'was not 
either prematurg or ill-adviaed. The 
I. ..k imibi.v .^.gj-a eroutetl in 1850. 

They -were then nut in thn woods, the v r" 
lation ot tho Colony being only a few.thou- 
Band, or more properly speaking, a few 
hundred souls. Eou. members who op- 
posed the bill, admitted that now buildings 
would bo needed in three or fottr or five 
years, and if so, why not go on with them 
now, and make proper provision! 
Enterprise of this kind showed that the 
Government of the Province and tho people 
had confidence ia tho future and in tho re- 
sources of the country. He conceived it to 
be the duty of the Government to make pro- 
vision for the requirements of tho expected 
development."" Tlie" ton. nienibor for Nevj 
Westminster City (Mr. Brown) had referred 
to the Province being like a locomotive 
which was pufling and panting with a heavy 
load of debt. Why, the debt cl the Pro- 
vince waa only a little over a million dollars, 
less than that of the City of Vfetoria, and 
instead of the locomotive having t» pull a 
heavy load it jonly had behinditft trtdn of 
empty cura, a lighter load than even the 
hon. geutloman (Mr. Brown) himself was 
after liaving blown ofT all tho ateam and 
gaa ho did yeatcrduy. (Laughter.) Con- 
cluding, ho thought Victoria was a worthy 
city in which to hare located permanently 
tho Capital of the Province, and he had 
heard no arguments advanced to show him 
why ho should not support the broad clear 
buaiuesB-like policy of tho Government. 
(Applause.) 

iMk. HoHh'E said he proposed to vote 
against the bill, which was prom»ture and 
provided for something which waa not re- 
quired l>y tho country ut presont. Ho 
thought that there ought to be a new Kegia- 
try oilico aud Lands oiid Works ollioc, but 
500,000 added to the $75,000 voted last year, 
would bo ample to provide for all tho neede 
of tho next four or five years. Ho thought 
tho country ought to bo consulted first. 
The preaent proposal waa injudicioua and 
ill-timed. The Province had made great 
progress in tho past few years and he gave 
the Government every credit for their 
progressive policy, which had aided in the 
advancement, but ho thought they abould 
pauao and consider what they were doing. 
The $000,000 could bo far better spent on 
roads and trails and bridges. He compared 
the publio buildiaga of Manitoba and On- 
tario with the ones proposed. Concluding, 
he thought that tho Government would be 
consulting their own best interests and the 
beat interests of the Province by submit- 
ting the proposed expenditure to 'the 
people. 

. Dr. Watt thought the Oovarnment was 
doing right in taking tho stand it did in 
proposing to put up buildings that would be 
adequate to the re(|uiroments and a credit 
to the Province. The present structure he 
remembered being impressed with ten years 
ago as a moat peonliar kind of 
architecture, a cross between the 
Chinese pagoda and something else. 
It was admitted on all hands that more ac- 
commodation was needed, but the oppon- 
ents of the present bill were the advocates 
of tho patching system. They said more 
money should bo spent on roads. In this 
connection he thought tho Government of 
the day could bo justly congratulated on 
their liberal policy in tho matter of road 
making. He recalled the time when the 
Dominion buildings were erected, when tho 
opponents of this work declared that ft 
would sink the country in debt. The sairfie 
had been said when thcC. P. R. waa built, 
but theae two very largo enterprises had 
been carried through to a successful laeuo, 
and the credit of tho Dominion still ranked 
firat-ciass, although there had been a large 
amount of money spent. Ho conceived that 
it was necessary to have tho new buildings; 
and proposed to vote for them. 

Dr. Milne continued the debate, which 
he said had drifted a long way down from 
(ta o ''ginal scope into the questions of redis- 
tribution and the Capital. The latter ques- 
tion ho fhouglit, waa for all time 
to oomo settled, ■-hould not enter 

into the present diacuaaion. The 
matter before the House h&il liSSP. VGry hlT^ 
ly put yesterday by the hon. Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lands and Works \yheii ho said 
that it was e, 'ousinesa proposition and should 
be entirely, divested of all the side issues 
which were being brought into the discus- 
sion. Bef erring to what had been said by 
the hon. Provancial Secretary, that hand- 
some buildings would promote a feeling of 
pride in the hearts of tho youth of the coun- 
try, ho could not entirely agree with tho

position in which he waa placed when, after 
supporting the preaent Covernment for 
years, he had to take iaauo with it and per- 
form a duty which ho owed to his constitu- 
ents and to the country at large. He could 
not support the bill now l)«fore the House. 
He waa not opposed to tho whole measure. 
Tho work of tho Land and Works depart- 
ment could not be carried oa in tho little 
picayunish buildings now provided and he 
would hold up both hands to support the 
ereottoa of new oifiisRa for these dcpart- 
,-*ents, But the present Legislature Hall 
vvas good t*iouuh for him and he considered 
for all of the mombefS. If the country was 
to borrow $600,000, he though^ th«ro should 
bo a good deal of it spent in public works 
more needed than Parliament buildings. As 
to what had been said about the removal 
of the Capital, he was happy to say that 
the feeling which used to exist in his con- 



to Victoria in the shape of good hoof. 
(Hear, hear, ) In conclusion, the proposi- 
tion was, should the buildings be erected? 
and he would say yes, so far as hia humble 
voto was ooncorneJ, and 80 far aS he could 
assist it by hie remarks. (Applause.) 

Mr. Smixii drew attention to the fact 
that those who opposed the bill admitted 
that it waa only a matter of time untiLit 
would lie necessary to have new buildings. 
But those who had to do the work in tho 
buildings BLid tho Bccomniodatlon was not 
adequate, and he waa aura from hia own 
observations that this was the case. It 
came down to this — there had to be publio 
buildings, when and where abould they be 
built ] -He had beard it-aafd tbafe;tbere were 
no sectional feelingsi but' he had'hfa ow^ 
optnio&B on thia matter and t^'^ught t^^t 
some at least of th^;,o ^.jj^, opposed the

hon. Provincial Seoretary in thia respect 
he thought nothing of the kind waa needed 
to make any truo British Columbian a true 
patriot. Tho real question to be decided 
was if the buildings were necessary. He 
thought they were. The Lands Mid Works 
department was crowded, tho Registry office 
waa not nearly large enough for tho large 
number of clerks, and the same could be 
aaid of the Finance department and the 
other deparlmenta. If tho present buildings 
were adequate thirty-five ycara ago they 
were very inadequate now, and he hoped in 
thirty-Cvo years more tho Province would 
have 80 increased in importance and popula- 
tion that tho buildings now pro- 
posed would then bo found inadequate. 
Ho drew attention to i\ statement in tho 
Vancouver World that tho buildings would 
not bo completed for eight to ten years. Ho 
hoped this waa un error, as in his opinion 
the work should bo carried on ho that the 
buildings would be completed in three or 
four years. Tho interest and sinking fund 
on the expenditure, which would amount to 
about S27,000 a year, would not be a tax 
upon the people ot all. It would not bo 
felt by them. He did not intend to say 
much more on the aubjeet, but would give 
hia hearty support to the measure, (Ap- 
plause). 

Mk. Kki.i.ie said ho thought the queatipn 
now waa if the Provincs could alTord the ex- 
penditure or not, and, taking into considera- 
tion tho niiigniticent reamirces of the coun- 
try, ho had no difliculty in making up hia 
mind that it ooiihl. Ui} in liis own constitu- 
ency alone, a mining expert had cHtiinated 
that tho output for the next thrco years 
from one section of the Kiiilo-.Slocan mining 
diatrict wouldbooverU7 nulliona inore. Tliis 
waa for one Ecclion and in one diatrict, and 
there wen; other distrioLa ('(luidly rich in re- 
aourcea. He had not yet heard any mun 
say that the present Governmtmt buildings 
were tit for reciuireinenta. It was patent 
that they were not. Just think what a seri- 
ous mutter it would bo if thcso buildings 
were to catch lire. He had no hesitition, ua 
ho had said, in making up his mind to vote 
for the ljuildinua. He had heard some say 
tha.^ tho members of tho Houao who were 
asked to vote for thiH expenditure were be- 
ing led up to the block to ho beheaded. All 
ho could say was that if becausB he voted 
for what ho knew to bo in tho publio inter- 
est, — if because he did what ho thought waa 
right, his head, had to come ofT— all he had 
to say was "let her flicker 1" If he waa to 
be censured for doing right, he would gladly 
go back to privntB life. (Applause.) 

Mb. Mabtin regretted the unenviable 



coDgr»tulAtiou, he said, that a lirltish 
Cclumbia architeot had made tho 
handaome plans from which it 
was proposed to build, and 
he would say that if tho Province could af- 
ford it lie would bo the first man to sup- 
port the bilL Tho hon, Provincial Secretary 
had said that the money would percolate 
throughout the Province, Percolate was a 
good word (laughter), but ho would like to 
know how any of that money was '° percolate 
through Yale. (Laughter.( Ho hoped the 
Kootenay country would develop, as it was 
promised it would, and that 'Bome^day that 
country would be so rich and wealthy that 
it would be absolutely necessary to move 
the Capital up there. He thought this bill 
should have been brought down on the eve 
of a general election, and then, for his part, 
he would not have been afraid to_ answer to 
hia conatituents for hia opposition to the 
measure. 

* Mr. Booth said that those who sent liim 
to tho Houao aent him there to act for them 
upon hia boat judgment, and then he would 
go back to them and explain his actions 
and they would pronounce upon them. He 
represented a conatituency which waa en- 
tirely removed from any of the feeling which 
had been referred to by some hon, niumbere. 
Ho proposed to auppiirt tlie meaaure inas- 
much as ho considered tho n-aaons for it 
wore simply unanswerable. In the first 
place, it; wua neceaaary to have an abso- 
lutely fire-proof receptuclo for publio docu- 
ments, and reuaouably iiro-proof buildings 
for the departmenta. Ho did not believe in 
patching up and adding to tho present 
buildings to tide over for a few years, as 
this would be simply wasting oapit»l with- 
out efTect. It was argued by some hon. 
members that there should be smaller build- 
ings put up. He did not think thia was 
good policy, as the Government, having con- 
fidence in the future uf the country, must, 
if it was a wise Government, provide for 
future requirements. Other hon. gentlemen 
had urged that the buildings should not bo 
ornamental. Why not 7 If tho Govorn- 
moDt waa going to face this question, why 
put up a bnge building like a jail 1 That 
would not be good policy, and he was glad 
it wes not proposed by tho Government. 
So'n^ bad said that the Governmont was 
afraid to go to the country upon thia ques- 
tion. Well, all he had to say was that 
afraid or not, tho Government had to go to 
tho country, either before or after the vote. 
Ho proposed to support tho measure. 

Hon. Mr. Bkaven regretted the intro- 
duction of two outside questions into the 
diacuaaion of thia measure. He denied tho 
right of any man to draw a line of distinc- 
tion between the Mainland and the Island 
Hu hud had a seat in this House for many 
years and had never known any single ques 
tion on which members of the House had 
arrayed themselves in opposition on auoli 
lines. (Hear, hear.) The question which 
had been under discussion for tho last day 
or two, viz, whether or not tho country 
could afford to spend the sam of $000,000 
on publio boildings, was not one which 
should take long to decide. During tho 
past few years the Province bad grown and 
prospered. He had, it was true, on past 
cooasions drawn attention to tho publio 
debt of the Province, hut his objection waa 
not to tho debt itaelf but that there « as 
nothing to show for it except t» few scat 
tered public works hero and there. "Re- 
ferring to tho graving dock projeot, he 
claimed that this bad been a ootDploto sue 
cess in every way. Here was a publio 
work conceived with some idea of magni 
tudo. People from all parte of Amorica 
viaited it aa one of the first places of inl;ercBt 
when they came here. Ha regretted that 
it had now passed out of the hands 
of the Province, When thia work waa 
started, the Province was very much 
smaller than now, yet he liked to turn with 
pride to works of such magnitude. It had 
been said that the present public bttildings 
were ample for present requirements. He 
took isBuo with that statement. The Pro- 
vince had now grown out of its swaddling 
clothes and had to havo new buildings to 
accoinmodal,e tho increased and increasing 
business. He hud to congratulate the Gov- 
ernment on tho fair way in which they hud 
had tho plans selected, and said h« had to 
assume that the moat suitable and proper 
design would be accepted. It had often 
been a matter of surprise to him that the 
Province of Ontario took so long to put up 
tho buildings. It had been said thit tho 
proposed erection of thcso buildings 
waa a aurpriso to thia Province, 
but it was a matter of conmiou 
consent that it waa simply a waato ot money 
repairing and refitting buildings that were 
admittedly inade(iuato to tho needs of tho 
Province. Ho took issue with tho member 
from Yale that they wore there simply aa 
delegates from the people. The mtmbers 
were representatives, with full power to act. 
It waa their duty to place in the hands of 
tho Governmont BUliioient funds to erect 
buildings suitable for tho presont noeda and 
future progreaa of tho country. It was 
right that they should havo good, respect- 
able public buildings, and the Province was 
able to pay for them. As to the ptopcsi- 
tion to submit the matter to the people, be 
would point out that this was an extraor- 
dinary proposition. IXid anyone propose 
when it was decided to float a £700,000 In- 
scribed Stock loan, that the people should 
first be asked for tbetr conBenl? But while 
it would be a most unusual procedure, he, 
for one, would not be afraid to go to tho 
country, bolioving aa he did that the major- 
ity of the people would auatain and support 
the expendituro. .Some hon. members de- 
clared that thu woi-ka would bo unproduc- 
tive, but thia ho did not look 
upon aa any argument against the 
expendituro, for aa a matter ol fact very 
fow of the public works carried on were 
directly ])r<Hluctive. If it bad been argued 
that tho Government could not he entrusted 
with thu expendituro ol thia inoucy, ho 
would say that the limo to hn,\-o expressed 
that lack of contidenco waa when the Kati- 
matea wore brought down, when it woidd 
have been competent, had tho Houhb aucii 
fit, to have refused to voto supply. Tho 
hon. meinher for Vale (Mr. Martin) waiiLod 
to know how tho money would percolale iu 
Yale. Ho would tell him. Yulo waa 
famous for stock rrisiug, for its prime beef 
cattle. Tho principal market for Yale dis- 
trict waa Victoria, Vancouver and tho cities 
of the Coast, He would say that a good 
deal of the money would percolate into the 
stock raisers' bands in Yale and come back 
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ital waa that if it could not be moved to 
Lillooet, ho would just as soon it stayed at 
Victoria. He took it that tho people of tho 
Interior would get just aa much odvantage 
out of the erection •f publio buildings at 
Victoria ua they did out of tho erection of a 
court house at Vancouver or New Westmin- 
ster, or the building of & traffic bridge 
acroBB tho Fraser. The principle was 
that what made one section ot 
tho country prosper would also help 
another. He proposed to cast hia voto for 
the measure, and when he wont back to hia 
constituents, he had every confidence that 
thoy would support him. Tho only thing 
waa that he hoped the Govornment would 
not overrun the amount asked for, (Ap- 
plause. ) 

Mb. NAspN recalled tho fact that four 
years ago be had drawn Mr. Spt-akor's at- 
tention to the fact that the present Legisla- 
tive hall wae on fire and he had wondered 
aince if he would not have been doing a 
publio service if he had Instead walked up to 
Ilia seat and talked five minutes to a ques- 
tion of privilege to give her a good Start, 
(Laughter.) Ho proposed to vote for the 
bill and waa sure ho would be backed up by 
hia constituents, Ho did not know that 
people in Curihoo were any more magnani 
mous than tho general run of people, bathe 
knew they were not adverse to public, 
money being spent in any part of tho Pro- 
vince when it was needed.

ClimiCH TROUBLES. 

The St. Andrew's Presbyterian DllUcultles 
Again Before the Presbytery-Docu- 
mentary Evidence. 

The Presbytery of H. C. and specially ap- 
pointed assessors, mot last evening in St. 
Andrew's Presbyterian church school room 
to investigate tho troublea exiating between 
the congregation and Ihcir pastor, Rev. P. 
MoF. Maoleod. Tho Presbytery was com- 
posed of Rev. G. R. Maxwell, Vancouver; 
Rev. E. D, McLaren, Vancouver ; Rev. 
James Buchanan, Richmond ; Rev. 
Thos. Scoullur, New Westmioatcr ; Rov. J. 
MoMillaa, Vancouver ; Rev. J. A. Logan, 
Chilliwaok; Mr. A. Bothuneand Mr.Jamea 
McQueen— eldeia. There was a large at- 
tendance o| oharch members and a lull re- 
presentation of the petitioners. 

Rev. D. MaoBse, aa Clerk of the Presby. 
tery, announced that the Moderator having 
forgotten some important papera had to re- 
turn to bis home for tbem. 

On motion of Rev. G. B. Maxwell, sec- 
onded by Rev. -Tames Buchanan, the chair 
waa taken by Rev, Thos.

Tlio proceedings were opened by the sing- 
ing of the ninth hymn and the reading of 
the Scriptures. 

After the singing of a second hymn Rev.

Mr. McLaren waa moved to the 
chair, but tho nomination was aubaecjucntly 
withdrawn in favor of Rev. Mr. SoouUar.

Tber? vm rUo a fresh falaU:menii from the 
members of the seasioo, which challenged 
the accuracy ot Mr. Ballantyne'a figures us 
given at the Synod meuting, and clcfended 
the seasion in the course taken by them, 
holding that the inDjority of the congre- 
gation wore loyal to the pastor and that tho 
petitioners were not a representative body.

EASTER GIFTS. 



SometlUns to Take tli« f laoo at the Tlro- 
soino BastoT Curd, 

There is nothing in this world more 
useless than a gift c:'.rd. It servos .and 
can serve no after purpose beyond the 
ono glance at its face and tho onothouglit 
of pleasure tliat we have been, in imy 
w-iso, remembered. This is so tnio and 
so thorouglily appreciated that a cro^wd 
of booklets have somewhat superseded 
it. But tho booklets are useless too. 
And <'vory ono it^ tired of the wliole 
pasteboard family. Anything C(iually 
pretty and inesrpensire is welcomed in- 
stead. The following hints and sugges- 
tions for Easter gifts may lead to others 
still, with which hope they are submit- 
ted. 

For men tliero aro egg shaped piqier- 
weights, inkstands, memorandinu cases, 
etc. Or one jnay make a thumb paper 
of the same oval by doubling and cut- 
ting folded gray cardboard, slitting tho 
middle of one sido and tjing loosely to- 
gether with Tom Thumb ribbon. Tlio 
roverso sido should bo decorated in pen 
and ink or water colors. A pretty book- 
mark is made on a strip of cardboard 8 
inches long and 1 inch wide. Inch Avido 
ribbon is glued upon it to e:xtend at each 
end for an inch, which is raveled out. 
The cardboard is then bent over at 
either end about two incliea, and the 
other sido is painted in a conventional 
row of lilies, violets or arbutus. On tho 
bent ends are lettered the date and the 
recipient's name or initials. Do this in 
gold, silver or bronze. Tho powders aro 
readily .applied with a slender camel's 
hair brush, the powder ha'\nng been 
moistened witli weak mucilage. Half a 
yard of broad white glace ribbon may 
be thus lettered or painted, or both, for 
a bookmark. 

A mark for a i)TaycT book is made of 
threo varying lengths of half inch rib- 
bon, in purple or olive green, fastened 
together at one end and the others fur- 
nished wth a gilt or silver cross, anchor 
and heart. Ono piece is ornamented 
with tho word "Easter," in gilt, another 
with tlu'ce swinging bells, and the third 
the proper Ea.stor psalnia (2-.j7, 111) in 
tiny lettering. Or make as above, of 
purple, lavender and yellow ribbons, and 
paint a pansy at the fringed end of each: 
or of yellow and white, and paint with 
daisies, etc. A wido riblx)n bookmark 
may be painted with a nest full of rob- 
ins' eggs, or a flight of birds, or a branch 
of cherry blossoms or anemones or daf- 
fodils. Any of these last suggestions 
may bo carried out on panels of beveled 
cardb(jard. A happy idea ia to transfeu- 
to ono of these a small, unmounted and 
appropriate photograph and wreathe it 
in early blossoms. Or a mounted photo- 
graph can bo presented in one of the 
multitudinous frames now made iu linen 
or celluloid, wliich last should bo dec- 
orated with the llowers that bloom in 
tho spring. 

For little boys a twino bag, or a blot- 
ter, or a penwiper, can bo made in egg 
shape. Tho last may also bo of olive 
green felt.loostdy plaited and .suTinonnt- 
ed by a downy yellow chicken. Buy tliis 
outright. Don't try to make it, for 3-ou 
can't. 

Children always fancy cgg.shells em- 
bellished. Empty through a small hole, 
cleanse thoroughly and paint a face on 
ono sid(,'. Cover the rest with a tissue 
paper bonnet and ginu hy tliis to a few 
plaited layers of tissue ]i;i])er, and that 
to the top of a box (jf candy. Or buy an 
ostrich egg for a honbou box, or r.s(,' a 
goose egg for the sami; iiurimso, .sotting 
it upright ou a paper mat, ami ni.-ddng 
ancjther as top to tliu tiny hole Ijy wliich 
tho equally tiny candies are inserted. 

Ducks' eggs are tougli and a lorely 
shade in themselves. Tliey may bo 
tnuohed up with a hit nf landscape, a 
few llowers and llio inerilablo lettering. 
Yon can till an (jld bird's iicst with eggs 
(blown) which have been lettered to make 
the child's own name, or the word Easter. 
An eggshell that bus been blown through 
two opposite holes nniy, after it lias 
been decorated , have a slender silk cord 
run in with ;i darning noodle, Ono end 
makes a loop, ami the other is finished 
with a tassel. Eggshells servo yet an- 
other use for little people and their elders. 
After careful rinsing and drjing, sta:iil 
them in a pan of bran. Pour in care- 
fully throiigli the hole, whicli .should bo 
as small as possible, a stiti gelatin hlaiic 
mango, colored variously by tho different 
sugars to bo procured at any confection- 
er's. Let it stand 514 hours. Break oil 
the shells upon a bod of bght jeUy and 
tandied peels. 

Tho wooden eggs which unscrew in 
half may be fitted up with thinihle, scis- 
sors and needle book for a littlo girl, or 
Idled v.-ith candies for the babies, or va- 
riously decorated as taste directs. Those 
which aro used for stocking darners will 
jirove acceptable to nianiuiiis. For these 
last, and their daughters also, make a 
needle book of yellow chamois skin. Cut 
two' pieces in egg shape, and buttonhole 
all the edges in yellow silk. Attach the 
two at 0110 side, fastening at the same 
jilace threo buttonholed leaves of white 
flannel. Sow Tom Thumh y<dlow rib- 
bons to tho opposite sides and tie togi.'th- 
er. Make an emery of iieacock blue 
cloth in the form of a tiny egg; or the 
same shape, larger, for a hairpin holder 
or pincushion. 'I'lie jiossibililiesariiend- 
luss and always pretty. Tliero is no ex- 
cuse. Don't give your worst enemy this 
year an Easter card, . Both Hat.i., ..

Hon. Mh. Davib wi'^ received with 
applause when he rose -spe^li. Ho first 
referred to remarka '.nado about consulting 
tho people, and ex ^^.^53,^1 the opinion that 
those hon. meni'jQj.g ^-^^ saw fit to vote 
against tho iP.<!asuro tho Government had 
brought do ^^<a, wero tho onea who would 
havo moat, reason to fear tho ire of their 
constit-jents. When he had been in 
Eaat'.rn Canada last fall he happened to go 
intrj the oiVioo of tho Dominion Illustrated 
Ux Montreal, and while there was ahown a 
proof of an illustration of the public build- 
ings of eaoh of the Provinces of tho Dominion, 
Away in one corner of tho shoot wero ahown 
the cheap looking buildings of IJritiah Col- 
umbia, and tho remark had then been made 
to'him; "Xhoao don't say very muuh for tho 
prosperity and progress of l>ritiah Colum- 
bia." Ho did not propose to deal with the 
needs of tho Province in tho direction of 
new buildings and additional accommoda- 
tion. That matter had already been dealt 
with very fully by the Chief Commissioner 
of OLands and Works. The buildings were a 
necessity — no one denied that, but some 
hon. members had said, aa a reason why 
they should not be gone on with, that tlie 
Province could not afford to pay out §600,- 
000 for them now. He would like 
to know then when tho time would 
come when the Province could 
afTord them. British Columbia was just 
starting out with a large country to devel- 
op, and for the purpose of that develop- 
ment bad to borrow, and would be a bor- 
rower for many years. So long as the conn- 
try was developing its resouroea it was jus- 
tified in borrowing, and was a healthy and 
aolvept borrower. It would be a yount; 
country, developing its resouroea for fifty or 
a hundred years to come. If the country was 
to wait for public buildings until it would 
not have to borrow tho money, why it would 
probably not have them in iho lifetime of 
this goueration. Some hon. members advo- 
cated a policy of patching up tho old sliells, 
adding a wing hero and a wing there, build- 
ing a tireproot addition, and ao forth. Why, 
patching up old garmeuta was nothing to 
tho folly of what they propoaed. lie recalled 
tho fact that §'20,000 wua spent on tho 
present Legislative hall not a great many 
years ago, und he had then asked the Ciov- 
ernnicnt of tho ilay if they were goiug to 
erect now parliament buildinga, but they 
had not Bucn their \*ay clear to do so. But 
it was a policy of ■ false economy to patch 
up the old buildinga — simply a waste of 
money. It had been said that this was 
taking SGOO.OOO out of tho treasury. Thia 
waa a mlataUe. It would bring §600,000 
of foreign capital into tho country and all 
that would bo taken out would bo $27,000 
per year for interest and sinking fund, and 
in tho meantime while this was going on 
tho country would have proper accomiuoda- 
tion for tho carrying on of its business. Some 
of the hon. members who were opposing 
the bill said they would not have any ob- 
jection to §5,000 or §10,000 a year being 
spent in repairs for a while, until the 
country could afford the expenditure neces- 
sary to erect permanent quarters. Some 
advocated $50,000 for additions, and the 
member for Westminster City had said 
that he had no objection to a vote for brick 
buildings to last 25 or 30 years. All wanted 
mere patch work, and at tho end of the 
time, after wasting enormous sums, they 
would have nothing to ' show, and would 
still have to incur the expenditure now 
asked, to say nothing of the incalculable 
loss that might occur any time, if the de- 
partnicnts were to burn down, and valuable 
public records and documents bo destroyed. 
Others argued that the 5000,000 was going 
to curtail tho expenditure in roads, bridges, 
etc., but the fact that new build- 
inga were to be put up waa not 
going to restrict the Government iu future 
and prevent the money generally spent in 
that way being granted by the House. He 
could understand very well their objections 
if the present vote was going to have tho 
efi'ect of limiting the future vote on roads and 
bridges, but it would do nothing of the 
kind. The country could have the roada 
and bridges, and at the aarno time have the 
public buildinga. Justice had been done 
the couniry in the way of roads, etc, in 
tho past, and would atill bo done 
in tho future. Tho outlying aottlcmenta 
would be no better nor no worse off on ac- 
count of tho erection of parliament build- 
inga ao far aa appropriationa were concerned, 
ljut the benefit to be derived fioin proper 
central accommodation would bo felt 
throughout the Province. As regards the 
parliament buildings ut Ottawn, mimey had 
been borrowed for the erection of them, 
aome thirteen million dollars in all he was 
informed by his hon. friend the 
Minister of Finance. And waa there 
a complaint made on this acccount? 
No, there was not. The public 
recognizing the necessity bad freely voted 
the money. Then, in regard to Ontario, it 
had been said that for years she had gone 
on in tho old bnildings, but as he had been 
reminded by hia hon. friend from the 
Island, comparatively there was nothine 
ike the amount bf public buainesa done in 
the central l.-uildinga in Toronto that waa 
done in Hritiah Columbia for the reason 
that in Ontario tho counties had to look 
after their own public works. There waa 
therefore far more reason ior public build- 
ings here, in the early years of the Province, 
than thero waa in Ontario. Tho hon, mem- 
ber for Vancouver City (Mr. Hornc) had 
made a comparison with the Manitoba build- 
ings. He would inform that hon. gi.'ntlc- 
inau that tho coat of the Miuiitoba buildings 
was much greater than ho had stated and, 
moreover, they had been built by the 
Dominion Government and not by the Prov- 
ince at all. There were croakera who had 
argued that tho country waa not going for- 
ward but was going back. Tlicao hon. gen- 
tlemen he would refer to tho speech of his 
hon. friend from Comox (Mr. Hunter), 
course of the debate on the 
budget; when that hon. gentleman had 
quoted from the returns of imports and ex- 
ports showing how greatly the country had 
advanced. In four years, from 1888 to 
1802, tho exports of British Columbia had 
increased 5S per cent., and from 1S72 to 
1892 the exports had inoreasod over '221 per 
cent. In 1872 the exports wero SI,Kri8,0,')l, 
but had steadily expanded, until in 1802 
they had reached $G,07'i,080. And yet 
these hon. membera wero Haying that tho 
country, instead of going ahead, wan going 
behind 1

tho second reading of the New J'arliiitnent 
Huildinga bill. Ho said that when the 
House had risen ho had bi'cn allowing that 
in the iiuat few years the Province liiiil 
been making a ateady and nuui rinl advunco- 
mont in its trade, und ho would now say, 
wliut all hon. members know to bo a fact, 
that tho Province hud bright prospects 
head. Tho hon. member for Weat 
Ivootcnay (Mr. Keliio) had not at all ex- 
aggerated the cttBo when ho apoko of tho 
brilliant prospecta of Kootenay. Hoj(Mr. 
Davie) believed that progreaa would be 
general in all of the country, and tho pros- 
pects of material development ahead wore 



Buch aa to warrant tho statement that the 
Province of British Columbia was in a 
hotter position to undertake theao public 
worka now thun any of the other provinces 
of tho Dominion had been when their par- 
liament buildinga wero erected. In course 
of the debate one hon. member had apoken 
of stagnation and want of employment for 
workingmen. Whilo he denied that there 
was any great amount of actual diatreaa ex- 
isting, the erection of tho buildinga would 
spread money whore it waa wanted, and 
furnish employment. The aroliitout had 
hia home in British Columbia, tho stone was 
to be riuarried hero, tho brick made hero, 
the lumber would be of native wood, and 
the contractor and workmen would bo 
people in tho Province. Tho fact 
waa that everything canio from 
within, except tho money, which came 
from abroad, and waa what was wanted, 
and yet it was found that an hon, member 
of this House, who claimed to be promin- 
ent in labor circles as an agitator, hud said 
he was going to vote against the proposed 
expenditure. How that hon. member (Mr. 
Keith) could do this consistently with his 
principles, he (Mr. Davie)) ould not under 
stand. Men like these labor agitators try 
to make the laboring men believe that their 
wants are to be relieved by agitation, but 
when a praetieal measure like the present 
one was brought forward, they announce 
their intention to vote against it. Why, by 
one successful financial operation the Gov 
ornnicnt of tho Province had been able to 
save every year the sum of $24,000, which 
would almost pay tho interest and sinking 
fund on the amount that waa needed 
for the new buildings. Tlje hon. member 
for New Westminster City (Mr. Brown) had 
advocated going to the country before pass- 
ing the bill. That hon, member had stated 
that the Government had admitted that the 
Government did not represent tho country, 
becauae in tho Speech from tho Throne thero 
WHS a rediatrilnition bill promised. liutbL- 
caueo that Btutument waa nuido in the 
Speech it by no means implied thai the 
House did not ri.'jireaent the country. If 
thia House was not competent to deal with 
the Piirliament buildinga how was it com 
potent to deal with the more im|)orlant 
meaauro which membera opposite were s 
anxioua for, that of rediatriiuition itself 
Whilst it would bo tho aim of 
tho redistribution bill to provide a 
more convenient ayatem of represent itinn ''. 
the present House, he claimed, was thor- 
oughly representative of tho country. W't: 
havo been told that tho 'Government and 
tl'.eir Bupportera represented the minority, 
Where hon. membera who made that state- 
mont got their figurea from ho did not 
know, aod ho did not think they knew 
themselves, for at tho laat general election 
there were some 19,000 votea cast in all. 
Of theae the Opposition members got some 
5,000, and tho Independents some 4,000, 
and tho Government tho remainder, or 
more than both Opposition and Independent 
combined. And when tho fact was taken 
into consideration that tho Independents 
were returned for the purpose of giving 
their support to tho Government except ou 
some matters ot minor importance it would 
be seen that the House was, by an over- 
whelming maiority, representative of the 
country. He was very much amused in- 
deed at the conduct of aome of the hon. gen- 
tlemen opposite. When they wanted to show 
that the country was not represented by 
the Houao they mado the population be- 
tween 80,000 and 100,000, but when they 
wanted to ahow how great a tar the new 
buildings were going to be on tho people 
that was another matter altogether, and to 
suit their own convenience and to show the 
unfair burden one hon. member (Mr. Sem- 
lin) quoted tho population at 10,000. Ho 
agreed with the hon. louder of the Oppo- 
sition in deprecating the aectional viewa ex- 
pressed by some hon. gentlemen. The spirit 
that should bo showed by all hon. membera 
of tho House wua that exhibited by the hon. 
membera for Lillooet and Weat Koot- 
nay (Me.'isrs. Sn]ith and Kellie), who, 
all honor to them, hacl shown that they 
were above above any such motives. He 
(Mr. Davie) could not too strongly depre- 
cate the spirit which had been shown by 
tho hon. member for New Westminster 
(Mr. Brown) and tho member for Yale 
Mr. Semlin). He thouglit that tho largo 
majority by which this motion would evi- 
dently bo carried was a fair indication of its 
popularity throughout the country. (Ap-
